Ecology assembled a list of potentially eligible parties covered by the Clean Air Rule. 

  

Businesses and organizations that emit 10,000 or more metric tons of carbon dioxide equivalent          

(MT CO2e) per year in Washington must report their greenhouse gas (GHG) emissions annually.  

These reporting data were submitted to Ecology since 2012.1 

 

Ecology reviewed 2012-2015 reported GHG data to identify facilities with average emissions 

equal to or exceeding 10,000 MT CO2e.  Ecology identified additional parties with emissions 

above this level, including GHG data submitted to EPA2, that may be covered by the Clean Air 

Rule.
